agronomy for the Ohio State uni­ 
versity who points out that

drouth which reduced seed produc­ 
tion in 1k34

In addition to the need for seed 
for restoring meadows and 
pas­ 
tures, the 
government’s

control projects also wall demand

can become us useful for military 
purposes an it has been successful 
ii> the- commercial field. 


The.':*.- c'hungos, as proposed by 


one outstanding aircraft construc- 
tion concern, are being considered 


, Peach Stones 


by military experts in the light of 
the prospective-demands that will 
be made on aircraft when, and if, 
war again engulfs the world. 


When the World War started, 


the development of aircraft was in 
its infancy. Airplanes were limited 
in range, slow in speed, and re- 
stricted in carrying capacity. The 
great bombing planes of today 
with speeds exceeding 200 miles an 
hour, weren't even 
hopes. 
The 


strides that have been made in the 
17 years intervening is epitomized 
by the following statement, made 
before the Federal Aviation Com- 
mission by one of America's lead- 
ing aviation experts: 


"An .enemy bombing squadron 


could fly from 1,000 miles away 
from our seacost, at a apeed ex- 
ceeding 200 miles an hour, at an 
altitude exceeding 30,000 feet, and 
in passin gover New York City 
cculd destroy the buildings of low 
er Manhattan from the Battery 
for perhaps a mile northward." 


A dirigible, or fleet of dirigibles, 


could transport 20 fighting air- 
planet each, at 
100 miles 
pet- 


hour, for 12,000 miles, without re- 
iueling. These dirigibles could be 
protected from attack by 
long- 


range rapid-fire g;uns, of larger 
and more deadly calibre than at- 
tacking planes could possibly ear- 


Defensively, these ships, coupled 


with commercial dirigibles, trans- 
formed into fighting units, could 
not only .patrol 
the areas 
sur- 


roundng the great centers of pop- 
ulation, but could establish and 
maintain a defense line 1,000 miles 


j out to sea. These metamorphosed 


commercial ships could transport 
30 planes each, have a 100 m. p. h. 
speed, and a cruising altitude of 
20,000 feet. Cruising at this alti- 
tude, scouting planes 
could 
be 


dropped to contact enemy planes. 
When such .planes were contacted 
the scout could direct the dirigi- 
ble's coure to intercept this enemy 
force. This accomplished, the diri- 
gible could release a fleet of at- 
tacking planes.

This is an unfair attitude to take, 
b ecause tho physician who is ab le 
to make his diagnosis with his fin­ 
gers and eyes and ears is practicing 
the greatest refinement of Iris art, 
and the older he gets, the more he 
learns to depend upon these rather 
than upon chemical or instrumental 
methods of examination. 
There la a story of the great phy­
